\UD1T REPORT ON THE UNIVERSITY OF HYDERABAD FOR THE YEAR 1985-86 

Expenditure in excess of grants : 

At the end of March, 1986, the University of Hyderabad had incurred an expenditure of Rs, 41 -71 lakhs in 
excess of the grants r eceived under 80 items due to the delay in release of grants by the University Grants Commission 
and other sanctioning authorities. 

In the accounts of grants as a whole, the excess expenditure on 6 items in Development—Revenue Account 
at the end of 1985-86 was Rs. 9 -35 lakhs. Under Development-Capital Account the excess expenditure on 46 items 
at the end of 1985-86 was Rs. 24 '58 lakh's though there was an overall balance of Rs. 41 -37 lakhs under this account. 
The excess expenditure was met from the unutilised balances available with the University out of the grants released 
by the University Grants Commission or other grants sanctioning authorities. 

In 6 cases, expenditure was incurred to the extent of Rs. 7 -26 lakhs by 3lst March, 1986 even before the release 
of grants by: the Grants Sanctioning Authorities. 

The University stated (October 1986) that as against the excess ox^nditure of Rs. 41 -71 lakhs certain grants 
were received during 1986-87 under 12 items reducing the excess to Rs. 32 -15 lakhs. In respect of the excess expen¬ 
diture of Rs. 9 -35 lakhs under 6 items under Part IIA Revenue Account, grants for two items were received in ] 986- 
87 and the excess expenditure was reduced to Rs. 4 -49 lakhs.Similarly as against excess expenditure of Rs, 24 -58 
lakhs under Development Capital Account grants wore received for 7 items reducing the excess expenditure to 
Rs. 20 -53 lakhs. Against excess expenditure of Rs, 7 *26 lakhs under 6 items, in 3 cases further grants of 
Rs. 4-40 lakhs wpre received during 1986-87, 

The University stated that funds were not always released in advance and as the expenditure on works was 
inevitable, the same could not bo postponed. There was a time lag between sanction of scheme and release of funds 
due to procedural delays and other factors. The University stated (Oct. 1986) that for releasing final instalment 
of grants for works, the University Grants Commission was insisting on completion reports and for furnishing this 
final payments had to be made in anticipation of release of grants by temporary diversion of funds. A sum of 
Rs. 5 -87 lakhs was due against 22 works for which completion reports were already submitted to University 
Grants Commission. 

11. Unspent balance out of the Grants released by the U.G.C. etc.. 

Out of an amount of Rs, 45 -21 lakhs available as unspent grants at the end of March, 1985 (from out of grants 
released during 1976-77 to 1984-85), an amount of Rs. 33 00 lakhs was spent during 1985-86 and Rs. 1 T9 lakhs 
upto September 1986 leaving a balance of Rs. 11 -02 lakhs including Rs. 2 '48 lakhs pertaining to grants received 
from other sources for which the University could not furnish yearwise analysis. Yearwise break up for this amount 
was as follows ;

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Unutilised grants on completed works/schomes were not refunded even after completion. It was stated that 
the final bills for the works executed were not paid for as the works accounts were under reconciliation and 
completion reports were under finalisation. 

Out of grants amounting to Rs, 19 ’74 lakhs released upto 1983-84 (7 items) for construction works and pur¬ 
chase of equipment and furniture, a balance of Rs. 2 -40 lakhs remained unspent till March 1986. Grants for 3 works 
amounting to Rs. 5 -45 lakhs released during 1984-85 were utilised partially and the balance of Rs. 2 -26 lakhs re¬ 
mained unspent, the works were stated to be in progress.The scheme wise details of unspent balance of other 
grants for Rs. 7 -55 lakhs were not available with the University. 

III. Outstanding miscellaneous advances 

365 items of Miscellaneous advances for total amount of Rs. 69 00 lakhs were outstanding for adjustment 
at the end of March 1986. Yearwise break up was as follows :

The advance payments were made to meet expenditure towards purchase of stores, expenditure in connection 
with convocation etc. They were required to be adjusted immediately after incurring expenditure or refunded. Du¬ 
ring the period April to September 1986 Rs. 4 -30 lakhs out of Rs.l 1 -02 lakhs pending for the period upto 1984-85 
and Rs. 38 -85 lal^s out of Rs. 57 *99 lakhs for the year 1985-86 were adjusted. Following are some of the large 
amounts of advajices outstanding for over 1 to 5 years.

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REPLY TO AUDIT REPORT OF THE UNIVERSITY OF HYDERABAD FOR 1985-86 

I. Expenditure in excess of grants 

The excess expenditure of Rs. 41 -71 lakhs represents expenditure towards salaries, serial publications, com¬ 
puter facilities, construction of buildings, research projects etc., incurred in respect of items/scheines sanctioned by 
the Commission in anticipation of receipt of grants from the University Grants Comrnission. Grants havesinee-' b,ien 
received in respect of 15 items and the excess expenditure in respect of the remaining sanctioned items has cooie 
down to Rs, 31 08 lakhs now. 

Out of the excess expenditure of Rs 9.35 l.ikhs in rispecl of six items tinber Part II-A‘Revrnne Account 
Poimed out by Aiidii, grants in r^speci of two items h'.vc been r(.ccivcd in 1986-87 and the excess expeudi ure 
is rcducd to Rs. 4-49 lakhs. 

As regards the excess expenditure of Rs. 24 -58 lakhs relating to 46 items under Development-Capital Account, 
sanctions have been received in respect of 7 items and the excess expenditure has been brought down to Rs. 20 -53 
lakhs. In respect of 17 schemes completion reports were submitted to the University Grants Commission and an 
amount of Rs. 5 -96 lakhs is due from University Grants Commission in this regard. In respect of 10 items comple¬ 
tion reports are under finalisation to cover the excess expenditure of Rs- 9 -47,lakhs. The remaining 12 schemes on 
which an excess expenditure of Rs. 5 TO lakhs was incurred are continuing works. Progress reports were submitted 
to the University Grants Commission for the release of grants in these cases. The expenditure incurred on all the' 
26 works is within the approved cost or within 10% excess over approved cost, 

In respect of all the six cases pointed out by Audit in Sub-Para 3 of para 1 of the Audit Report, the expenditure 
was incurred on approved schemes only and expenditure is within the approved amount. Further, in respect of 
3 items, a sum of Rs. 4 Aft lakhs has since been received from the University Grants Commission. 

It is pointed out in this connection that the reasons for incurring expenditure in excess of grants received arc 
due to the fact that funds for all the programmes approved by the University Grants Commission are not always 
released in advance. There is a time lag between the sanction of a scheme and release of funds by the University 
Grants Commission. In fact, some delay is inherent in the procedtwe prescribed for getting release of grants cs- 
pecwlly for building projects. While, the first instalirient of grants is released by the University Grants Commission 
after receipt of detailed estimates and tender information, further instalments .are released after the grant already 
released i» fully spent and progress reports submitted on the certificate of the Engineeri Even after the progress 
reports are sent, it takes a month or two for getting the drafts from the University Grants Commissioii. In the mean¬ 
time, the work has to progress and further expenditure has to be incurred. 

Further, in respect of works virtualW completed, the University Grants Commission is insisting on completion 
reports for releasing final instalments. For sending completion reports, the University has to make final payment 
in anticipation of release of grants. Such payments are necessarily to be made even if grants specifically related to 
these schemes have not been received. In these circumstances, the University has to makfe temporary ways and means 
adjustments by drawing upon funds available with rhe University for honouring commitments to avoid delay in 
implementation of the programmes. On receipt of grants from the University Grants Commission, appropriate 
adjustments are made between difierent heads of accounts. 

As regards Research projects, investigators concerned are pursuing the release of grants from the University 
Grants Commission. Thus, every efibrt is being made to get the excess expenditure recouped. The objection may 
therefore kindly be dropped. 

II. Unspent balances out of the grants released by the University Grants Commission etc. 

An amount of Rs. 43 ‘21 lakhs was available as unspent ^ant at the end of March, 1985 from out of the grants 
released by the University Grants Commission and other bodies during the years 1976-77 to 1984-85. Out of this 
an amount of Rs. 31 -54 lakhs was spent/refunded during the year 1985-86 leaving a balance of only Rs. 13 -67 
lakhs at the end of March, 1986. This has been further brought down to Rs. 11 -02 lakhs to the end of 31-10-1986.

The 
unspent balances of Research Projects/Schemes are retained by the University till the completion of the Research 
Projects.

It may be seen from the above that out of Rs, 15-24 lakhs of outstanding miscellaneous advances, a sum of 
Rs. 9 -94 lakhs relates to advance paid in 1985-86. The following are the major items against which advances ar- 
outstanding. 

(i) Rs, 4 -76 lakhs being the amount paid for the establishment of letter of credit for equipment and pay¬ 
ment for the cost of accessories for Computer are outstanding as materials have not yet been received 

(ii) In respect of advances for Rs. 1 -06 lakhs materials have been received and adjustments are in process. 

(iii) Rs. 98,094 -61 being the balance amount (Rs. 3,06,000/-) deposited with Water Works Department, Govern- 
'' ment of Andhra Pradesh for executing the work of laying of pipes in the University Campus. This 

amount will be adjusted on receipt of detailed account along with a certificate from the Accountant 
General’s Office. 

(iv) The remaining amount relates to several items of small payments paid to firms. Adujstment bills are 
due from the Department in respect of these items and the matter is being pursued vigorously. 

The settlement of these outstanding miscellaneous advances is being pursued at the highest level. 


IV. Outstanding temporary advances ; 

The amount of temporary advance drawn upto 31-3-1986 and still pending as on date has come down to 
Rs.2- 63 lakhs. Out of this amount, advances relating to 1985-86 amount to Rs. 2-20 lakhs. The matter is being 
pursued at the highest level with the concerned and all the remaining items are expected to be settled shortly.
